Publication of the true figures would 
in dll probability reveal that Germany is 
hy no means a major league offender, In 
1977 it accounted for a mere two per 
cent of the international arms trade tlır= 
nover, which totalled DM 100bn. 

"Fhe United States, for instance, ac- 
counted for 46, the Soviet Union for 30, 
France for 10 and Britain for eight per 
cent. 

In Germany the arms trade accounts 
for less than half a per cent of exports 
as a whole, whereas in America the per- 
centage İs roughly 20 ahd in Britain and 
France, 10 each.

So far, it has generally beer assumed 
that it was the police successes that have 
greatly contributed to the relatively 
peace on the terrorist front since 1977. 

There are a number of rumours in 
circulation regarding the further course 
of police action against Klar and Schulz. 

According to one version, the police 
are still in a position to arrest them at 
any time; another has it that the two 
have disappeared. 

It is considered almost certain that 
the failure to arrest them and the delay 
in informing the chief public prosecutor 
and the federal CID have greatly 
contributed to a certain mood of dissi- 
tisfaction. 

Most of the arrests were made abroad, 
and in many cases they were nade poss- 
ible by information provided by the'{t- 
eral CID. و‎ e

The invasion of Afghanistan by Soviet 
troops and the war between Iraq and

It is not as zany a question as YOu 
might think. A home-owner in Hanau, 
near Frankfurt, keeps sheep on his roof. 

He is architect Jens Drefalıl, whose rool’ 
isa neatly laid-out lawn ke pt in trina by the 
world’s finest fou legged lawnmowers. 

H is not just original and an eye-cat- 
cher; itl also cuts out the need for oil- 
fired central heating. 

He laid hls first roof in turf four 
years ago, primarly {o outline a green 
and pleasant alernalive 1o depressinye 
conerete and plate glass. 

Scientific trials have since shown, of 
so he claims, that his idea can also be 
converted into a first-rate energy-SaVer. 

Experience foo has shown that his 
grass roof, complete with its hiological 
absorber syslem, is more efficiem than 
eilher solar panels or heut exchangers.

There can be no question of this 
demand yet having been fulfilled. The 
most that can be siid is that a start may 
have been made: in Central Poland, for 
instance. 

A Polish delegate explained that a Ve- 
gelation chart had been compiled for 
central areas of his country. Its utilisa- 
tion recommendations liad at least in 
part been borne iri mind in development 
planning by smaller towns. 

Proposals to ring about û change in 
this slate of affairs ranged from deliber- 
ate infiltration of planning authorities by 
ecologists to intensified public relations 
activity and the entry of ecologisis into 
politics. 

The symposium, allended by about 
400 experts from 18 countries, showed 
however thal substantially less detailed 
scientific knowledge is available about 
urban ecosystems than about their nalu- 
ral counterparts. 

Until a few years a80 ecologists were 
exclusively interested in the latter.

Atmospheric and water pol- 
lution, compacted and sealed soil, over- 
building, lowering of the ground water 
level, climate changes and the threat to 
or extinction of entire species of flora 
and fauna were symptomatic of these 
departures yet conveyed an incomplete 
impression of their magnitude. 

‘fake climate changes brought about 
by building. As a result of building Pa” 
terns the ınean wind speed in towns 
was 10Û lo 20 per cent lower than in un- 
bujlt environments, said Professor Hor- 
berl. 

On clear summer days in particular 
the difference in relative humidity can 
le up to 10 per cent. Poorer ventilation 
leuds lo more clouds, up to 15 per cent 
less sunshine and an average 10 per cent 
more riinfall. 

Large cily parks can help to offset 
this climate deterioration to 4 cerluin 
extent, Bul they will only do so when ù 
number of ecological considerations iùfe 
1aken inlo account at the planning stage. 

Parks must have wind corridors, oth- 
erwise they nay not only prevent any 
improvement in environmental climate; 
they could well perpetuate topsy-turvy 
weather conditions accompanied aS ã 
rule by a high level of toxins in the 
lower reaches of the atmosphere. 

These are conditions in which the 
lower reaches are colder than the air 
above. This impedes or even prevents 
enlirely atmospheric circulation and the 
movement of toxins.

Rehabilitation does not only drive 
tenants out of their homes for the lime 
reconstruction takes but usually for goal 
because the renovation not only makes 
lhe houses morc beauliful and more 
modern but also considerably more 
expensive, 

Yet what the cily centre needs is 
cheap lousing — especially in vicw of 
the fact that the number of slulenls hus 
doubled in the past 10 years lo almost 
25,000. 

Even now, in mid-semesler, half of 
the students are without proper acco110- 
dation while others five in places thal 
are much too expensive or out in the 
country near the border with East Cier- 
many; and their commuting has aggra- 
vated city parking problems, 

A study shows that the students have 
to Pay between 25 and 33 per cent of 
their incomes ûr allowances just for û 
roof over théir heads — accotımodation 
with which most are dissatisfied anyway.

They picked a worthwhile house for 
their instandbesetzung ( play on words 
that can best be translated as repair-and- 
squat), The four-storey timbered building 
is well over 100 years old and far from 
derelict, Tt is only neglected. 

[ts former beauty was simply hidden 
by neglect. As a result, the people in 
charge of nationa! monuments overlook- 
ed the house. 

They did not become awate of it until 
the squatters took over (there are ıiot 
many houses of this type left in Götlin- 
gen) when they declared it a national 
monument. 

This has dashed the plans of its 
owner who wanted to tear the building 
down and can now no longer do so. 

This was an obvious success for the 
squatters who are not only trying to 
combat the housing shortage but also 
the further demolition of buildings in 
the city centre. : 

But the fact that a house has been 
declared a national monument does not 
necessarily protect it from demolition in 
Göttingen, as several examples show — 
examples that have not only harmed the 
appearance of the city but also the pub- 
lic's faith in the city fathers, 

The beginning of the end was marked 
by the demolition of the hippodrome 
built by King George II in 1735, The 
neoclassical structure that had to give 
way to a department store was ore of 
the major landmarks of Gûttingen. Ali 
that remains is the portal which’ now 
graces the ehtrance to a parkiiğ lot, 

The hippodrome is the symbol of a 
palicy that has turned the sleepy univer- 
sily town on the edge of the Harz 
mountain range into a Lower Saxony bus- 
iness centre, The small seat of learning 
hat weathered the war unscathed has 
thus become a mini metropolis. 

A senior member of the planning 
authority says: “Economic development 
was given priority.” 

Meanwhile, it has become difficult to 
find takers for the newly built luxury 
apartments in the city centre. They were 
ereçted in exactly the place where reasa- 
nably priced housing is most needed. 

A whole borough in the old city had 
to be razed to make room for a tlıird 
department store which will not be built 
after all because another big shopping 
centre proved such a flop that nobody 
wanls م‎ rent thê individual shops at 
any price,

Shortly after midnight, a mob of more 
ihan 100 in an ugly maod inflamed by 
drink, broke windows ans iooted stores 
in lhe main street of tie university 
town. 

Police reinforcements were called as 
foat patrols became heavily outnumber 
ed. 

In the aftermath, insurance companies 
and businessmen are disputing whether 
the looting is burglary (whieh is covered 
by unsurance) or civil commotion 
(which is not). 

Yet the police should not have been 
şo unprepared (or the trouble. It had 
been fomenting for weeks, 

During the night of 12 December 
squaiters occupied an empty house in 
ihe city centre. In a nearby disused 
school {hey set up what tlıey called a 
communiralions cenire which was noth- 
ing but a glorified pub: the “Prague 
Schaol" was thus lurned into a “Kraak 
School", a reference to Dutch squalters. 

It seems obvious that the Göttingen 
squatters nıodelled themselves on Am- 
slerdam squatters wlio have Iried for 
years to draw attenlion to the housing 
shortage and who made headlines with: 
their riots during the April coronation 
festivities. 

A poster reading “We're Kraaking” 
should have served as a warning. Anol- 
her posler — obviously referring to po- 
land — tonsisted of the single ` word: 
“Solidarity.” 

Little became krown as (o how much 
solidarity there was behind the newly 
painted green facade. 

„În any event, the New Year's Eve 
riots do not seem to have been planned 
and coordinated for not only the police 
but the demonstrators as well were 
caught without lhe usual crash helmets 
when violence escalated, 

The fact that the squatters admitted 
having broken only two of the shop 
windows — those which they felt 
could somehow be justified politically — 
and said that they had nothing to do 
with the looting shows that they knew 
very well that the night's rioting had 
lost ihem much of the sympathy that 
had been built up among the public — 
sympathy they had earned not only be- 
cause they restored a house declared as 
uninhabitable in secord time. 

The whole affair has highlighted seve- 

ral shortcomings on the part of city 
planning during the past decades in the 
centre of Göttingen. 
: 1t is the tily planning authority that 
is responsible for the change in the ap- 
Peurance of the cily and hence for life 
in it. lis work has been marked by con- 
tinuily rather than (lexibilily, 

The authorily has been headed by the 
sanıe man since 1961 (an SPD member) 
But his Star began to sink when he 
FIP decided to role witlı the CDU be. 
calise that party al a recent election of 
tlıe city adminislrator had .seen to it that 
Ihe FDP candidate was put in charge of 

the administration. Hlis liberalism wag 
put to a tough test by {he squatters, 
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
